Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: applicant's 
amendments and arguments are deemed to distinguish the claims over the prior art of 
record. In particular, Goble et al fails to disclose categorizing the diameters of blood 
vessels and comparing maximum current values based on the categorized blood 
vessels and setting output values based on subcategorizing results as now set forth in 
method claims 1 7 and 18. Goble et al, and the remainder of the prior art, are silent with 
respect to categorizing the tissue by blood vessel diameters and setting output values 
accordingly.
